Robertson's Last Stand 
“I f s Felix,” exclaimed one.

was a rush toward 
the 
Confederate, 
with 
much 
handshaking and warm 
greetings. 
He was 
General 
Felix 
Huston Robertson. 
It was the end 
of the Civil War. 
The 
general, 
having disbanded his 
command, had come form ally to sur­ 
render, and had fallen into the hands 
of his former W est Point classm ates. 
The commands of school days made 
up a fund of 
$180 in 
gold for the 
enemy officer, who possessed nothing 
but a saddlebag 
full 
of 
worthless 
Confederate money, and with this g ift 
sent him on his way. 
McCausland Didn't Surrender 
Shortly before this incident, in a 
Virginia camp Fitzhugh Lee dashed 
by, shouting, “Uncle Bobby has sur­ 
rendered.” 
A 
Confederate 
leader 
turned to 
General 
Mulford, 
whose 
command w as next to his. 
“L et’s get out of here,” he said, and 
they did, making their way to Lynch­ 
burg, Virginia, where they disbanded 
their forces. 
The general who evaded surrender 
was John McCausland. 
Now, the two generals are spending 
the closing years of their lives in the 
retirement 
of 
their 
homes, 
with 
memories of the historic past to be­ 
guile their days. 
General Robertson, 
at the age of 86, lives at Waco, Texas, 
and General McCausland, 90 years 
old, on a farm near Charleston, W est 
Virginia. 
Still Undaunted By Blue 
A few days ago in Dallas General 
Robertson was hobbling across the 
street when he was stopped by a traffic 
policeman, who told him he would 
have to turn back as the signal was 
against him. 
“Young fellow ,” said the old one, “I 
never surrendered to a blue uniform 
but once, and I’ve never turned back 
in the middle of the battle.” 
The policeman recognized a fam iliar 
face, saw the Confederate veteran's 
button, and let him pass. 
Occasionally General Robertson dips 
bito the modern whirl when he visits 
his son, Judge Felix D. Rol>ertson in 
Dallas, 
lie has two daughters, Mrs. 
Julia Cleveland of San Antonio and 
Mrs. John E. Smith of 
North 
Man­ 
chester, Indiana. 


Born the son of a soldier, March 9, 
1840, at W ashington, the old capital 
of Texas, Robertson was appointed to 
West Point by Gen. S am 'Houston in 
1^57. 
He was a classm ate of Gen­ 
eral Custer. 
He would 
have 
been 
graduated in June, 1861, but the in­ 
cident at F o il Sumter in April, 1861, 
intervened. 
Young Robertson, who 
was a friend of 
Jefferson Davis, re­ 
signed at once, went 
to 
Richmond, 
was appointed a lieutenant of artillery, 
and assigned to General Beauregard’s 
army. 


Was Obstacle To Sherman 
The battle of Shiloh found him a 
captain under Gen. 
Albert 
Sidney 
Johnston and from then on he w as in 
every great battle fought by the Arm y 
of Tennessee. 
He rose until he be­ 
came brigadier general in W heeler’s 
cavalry. 


When Sherman marched to the sea 
he found a stubborn obstacle at every 
foot of the way. It was General Rob­ 
ertson and his men, who contended 
every inch of the 
ground. 
At 
the 
battle of Peach Tree Creek, General 
Robertson performed what then seem ­ 
ed u miracle. 
He stopped an infantry 
advance with artillery. 
He was wounded in the left arni at 
Buckhead church, Georgia, just before 
the end of the war. 
A few' weeks pre­ 
vious, he was appointed a major gen­ 
eral, but the 
commission 
was 
cap­ 
tured by Federal troops. 
He was the 
youngest 
general 
in 
either 
army. 
When, the end came, he disbanded his 
men, and rode two days in order to 
surrender to General Kilpatrick. 
.McCausland Lives On Farm 
General 
McCausland’* 
home 
for 
many years has been the stone m an­ 
sion, 
fortress-like 
in 
its 
stolidity, 
which he built 
in the 
midst o f the 
broad Kanawha Valley acres, about 
•IO m iles from Charleston, and wJiich 
he developed 
into 
productive 
farm 
land. 
A daughter keeps his home, and 
his three sons live nearby on their 
portions of the farm property. 
By a tw ist of fortune, the memories 
of General McCausland center mainly 
around two cities, one of which hailed 
him as its saviour; the other charging 
him as its destroyer.

raid and gave his superior, General 
.Tubal Early, tim e to occupy Lynch­ 
burg and turn Hunter back. 
Of Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, the 
general is less inclined to talk. 
It 
was at his command that the torch 
was 
set. to Chambersburg, July 3, 
1^64, when its residents demurred to 
a demand for $100,000 in gold. 
Let­ 
ters from General Early and from 
President Grant, in later years, justi­ 
fied General McCausland, but feeling 
after the war was so bitter that for 
two years he wandered through Can­ 
ada, 
England, 
France and 
Mexico, 
virtually an exile. 
For 
the 
confederate 
leader 
the 
drive into Pennsylvania was a fight 
for his alma mater, Virginia Military 
Institute, where after graduating in 
1857 he was assistant professor of 
mathematics at the outbreak of the 
war. The institute w’as partly wreck­ 
ed by fire in 
the 
Hunter 
raid, 
as 
recompense for which the tribute was 
demanded of Chambersburg.
